Tyler's Birthday. 

This is Tyler's birthday—not the Tyler who was president or 
governor or something, but the great George Tyler, soutApaw twirler 
of the Buston Braves, Born in Derry, N.H., twenty-eight years ago 
today, the big larboard hurler got his baseball start on a semi-pro 
team in his home town, after having pitched for schoo! and college 
nines. In 1909 he was given a trial by the Lewell club of the New 
England league, but he was too wild to be of any use. The next year 
Tyler had another try at it, and by that time had gained sufficient 
contro! to make himself useful. He wore a’ Lowell uniform until 
the latter part of August, 1910, winning nineteen and losing sixteen 
games, when he was sold to the Braves. He joined the Boston club 
at once and pitehed four games in the last few weeks of the 1910 
season, winning two of them. George was stil] pretty wild, but he 
had the goods, and the Braves kept him on the payroll, although 
it was not until 1913 that he really began to make good. In 1912 
Tyler was traded to the Giants at least forty times—in the rumor 
factory-—and he was swapped about the same number of times in the 
following year. Rube Marquard was the man Boston was to get 
for him, but somehow the trade never came off, and Tyler lingered on 
in Boston, and became one of the “big three’ who pitched the Braves
